Tho abore conversation was licard 
by a representative of this piipcr, as 
he sat in the ofiice of the i'ostal Tele- 
graph Company in this city yester- 
day, holding to his car one of the ser- 
eral receivers attached to the main 
line. He was permitted to do this 
tlirough tlie courtesy of an invitation 
from Mr. C. F. Stuiiim, the obliging 
general manager of the company. 

The day had been set apart by tho 
oonipany for Ihr puriiose of further 
testing the abilities ol tin; telephones 
that have already done such remark- 
able service betwen this city and Now 
York. Tho leading Chicago papers 
were represented at that end of tlie 
line, and nearly all the New Y'ork 
and Brooklyn papers at tho New 
office. Besides, tliero were present at 
the latter office such well-known elec- 
tricians as Mr. Cushin^, Ur. Fray 
and Mr. Ludwig. 

Tlie instruments used were the 
property of tho People's Telejihone 
Company, of New York, and have 
already been described in detail in 
these columns. The line was In pei-- 
fect trim and worked like a chanu. 
The cable not having been eomj^eted 
unddr the river at Chicago, that end 
of the Wire waa run into an office in 
the stock yards, a mile or two tliis 
side of the city. The line is Just UOO 
mllea-lottg. 

A fow momenta after 11 o'clock the 
Storsc instruments were out odtMd 
the telephones attached. The induc- 
tion did not seem to bo very hoary, 
although Hr. Stumm said that tho 
line running fh>m Cleveland to Can- 
ton was rendered almost useless

C, / pr, 21, '83, 
Tho work uf uounting the cash in 
the Treasury vaults is still going on 
and up to this time tlic only dlEcrep- 
ancy found is an excess of four cents 
in Uncle Sam's faror. But the rc- 
aerve fUnd lias not yet been touched. 
When that is overhauled some people 
think there will be music, not that 
anything i* believed to be wrong in 
t he aeoounts of ex-Treasurer Gilflllaq, 
who is a man of undoubted integrity 
and ha* unqnestionably left things as 
well a* he fouud them, but way baik 
to war times and in many cases since 
there have been depredation* upon 
Treasury flind* which so far as is 
known have not been replaced. The 
mouey in the Treasujy is supposed to 
be counted twenty-two times by so 
many different persons iu every pro- 
cess of paylng'out or taking in, there- 
by making thiud impossible, it is al- 
leged— and *o it would be but for col- 
lusion. During the war the exigen- 
cies of tho public service were such 
that people could dip their hands in 
tlie Treasury and got out what they 
wanted : it never recovered tnm the 
demoriiization of that period. The 
Traaaury books are a mass of erasions 
and insertions, and an' totally ineum- 
prelieusible, e.\cept to an e.'ii)cn ut uc- 
coniits. The simple fact is Ihul llie 
books will not balance, and the only 
thing to be done is to cover u)! the 
shortage by the ciitlle-tisli luetics of 
darkening crerylliiiig in the vicin- 
ity. The deterniiiiulion to count the 
Treasnrv funds is the surest indica- 
tion that the repiililicans feel the end 
is near, ,lndgc I'olger is rigidly hon- 
est; his i)osition then may be imag- 
ined when he found liimself at the 
hood of tlie dciiunnient, which is the 
fountain of corruption. The TreuJ- 
nry is piickcd w ith JOliu Siiernian's 
followers— men whom Judge Folgcr 
dlsti-usts and dislikes. 

As is well known, nothing like the 
dislensions which are now provailing 
between the Treasiiry 'officials was 
over kuQf^iiJlMfiilOB. Hitherto they 
liare had a Secretary who winked at 
fraud aud iicculation : now they have 
one who not only requires tliat his 
principle subordinates shall not steal, 
but that they shall not allow their 
underlines lo steal. W hen ,Indge 
Folger cumi' to know the cliuracter of 
the peujile by whom he wassurrouud- 
ed he would niiqneslionably have dis- 
missed them if he could, but his 
hands were tied, 'fhe Assistant See- 
retry, Henry F. I'leiich, is an exam- 
ple. Not n\\. niiinlhs pusses that some 
uttcmpt to beat llie gm eminent on the 
part of this niuii doc's not come to 
light. Some lime ago it wus the pay- 
ing hiri son .flu a day for doing some 
tculpture for the government when it 
was known the son hired an Italian 
for a pittance to do tho work. Tlien 
it was for establishing his relations in 
the Trensury, no! giving llicm jiluces, 
but bhamelessly making places for 
them according to the revelations of 
the ohiofs in wlioso divisions thoy 
were. Then it waa for lending a bill 
of his expenses to the government for 
attending Ralph Waldo Emerson's 
funeral— a bill which Judge folger 
promptly disallowed. Now 1* it to 
be supposed that an officer of Judge 
Folger's rebtitade would permit a |iian 
of that character to remain in the A*- 
sisUnt Beeretaryahip ofthe Trearary 
if he could help it? But, unfortunate, 
he cannot help it He la mnounded 
on all sides by them. There is a gen- 
oral complaint that Judgo Folger at- 
tends too much to detail, and both 
the capable and the incapable, the 
honest and tho dislionest among his 
i nmcdiato subordinates are nettled 
at it, but fwin very different motives. 
The Irnth is, the Secretary lias had 
cause lo distrust so many persons 
that he can no longer trusi anybody. 
This coniiling of the money in the 
Treasury is a source of niiicli un.\icty 
to him and he will not Icuve Wa-'h- 
ington until is is complete. If there 
is a deficit it will be exposed by llii 
stern honesty of Judge I'olger if he 
has tho power ; but rery likely the 
same collusion tliut caused it has hud 
time to cover it up, for the jin^senl at 
least When the democrats come in 
then will strange things be discovered 
—but the Treasury vampire* don't 
care for that "After us the deluge,'' 
say thejr. 

It is evident that when tho nation- 
al debt is fiiutlly paid off the United 
State* will be found to be a large 
gainer through the destruction and 
loss of iu paper promise* to pay, 
lirery month the debton which Inter- 
est hap ceased, and for which no one 
claims payment, increases, until there 
is now lying in tho Treasury nearly 
eleven millions of unclaimed princi- 
pal and interest, which has accrued 
at various dates frem 1837 and earl 
lor down to December 23, 18S8.

canceled and entered as paid on Ihe 
Treasury books. A more correct es- 
timate of Ihe government gain from 
this source wmilil liuve been .f l.'i.UIJ.- 
000, or miire lliaii thirly licr cent of 
the unionnt issued. The goveriimeiil 
gain on the l|;;!l(;,(KXUKH) legul tender 
notes will doubiless be very lurge, 
though a much smuller percenluge 
than in tho case of fraciioual eiirren- 
oy, where the wear aud tear wei-c 



very great Whether the govern- 
mont or the banks will erentually re- 
c live the boneflt arising from lost and 
destroyed bank currency is a point 
not yet definitely determined, but it 
seems reasonable that for the curren- 
cy lost while In tho possession of the 
pjople the people themselves, through 
the government, should receive what 
benefit shall finally accrue on account 
of this destruction,
